On February 24, 2010, the Examiner for the above-identified patent application 
conducted an interview at the Patent and Trademark Office at the request of the undersigned. 
The undersigned requested the personal interview in order to discuss the rejection of claims 2, 3, 
11, and 12 of the patent application under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. In attendance at the 
interview were the Examiner, named inventor Benjamin Englander, and the undersigned. 

The undersigned submitted that claims 2 and 3 are original claims and, in view of this, 
provide enabling support and disclosure for the claimed features. The undersigned also 
submitted that the specification had been amended in the January 26, 2010 Amendment to

specifically recite the features of claims 2, 3, 11, and 12, and referred to M.P.E.P. § 608.01(1) 

regarding this amendment. 

The Examiner agreed with undersigned that claims 2 and 1 1 are enabled by the 

specification under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph. The Examiner disagreed, however, that 

claims 3 and 12 are enabled. To facilitate allowance of this patent application, the undersigned 

agreed to the cancellation of claims 3 and 12 in an Examiner's Amendment. The undersigned 

reserved the right to file a continuing application directed to the features of claims 3 and 12. The 

Examiner indicated that the patent application would be in condition for allowance following the 

cancellation of claims 3 and 12, and that a Notice of Allowance would be issuing shortly.
